In 
former years the Jersey was nearly 
always chosen in preference to the 
Hoistein where butter or cream were 
the marketable products of that par- 
ticular dairy. The principal reason 
for this was that the cream on the Jer 
sey milk would rise quickly when set 
in pans or crocks and on account of 
larger size of the fat globules was also 
much easier tu churn.

Swine Feeds 

Short* make one of the beat swine 



feeds, but with feeds at present prices 
it is rather expensive to feed alon*. 
In this section it will usually pay to 
feed some corn with the shorts. Whan 
these two feeds are used it 1* recom- 
mended that the ration be one third to 
one-half shorts It i* advitabl* to 
feed shorts as a slop rather than dry, 
since less fe*d is wast*d when It i* 
f*d wet. While shorts makes an effi- 
cient corn »upplement the substitution 
of »ome tankage or linseed oilmaal 
for a part at least of the short* usually 
cheap*n» tha ration. A ration of corn 
eight parts, shorts two part and tank* 
age one part should give good result*. 

Skim milk is a desirable swine feed, 
particularly for young growing swine, 
since it contains a high per cant, of 
protein and ash, the nutrient* especi- 
ally needed for muscle and bone- 
building. Skim milk la must econom- 
ically used when one pound ot grain ia 
fed with each three to five pound* 
of milk. Whether or not it will pay to 
feed skim milk would depend of course 
on the price compared with feed*, the 
kind of hogs to which it was fed and 
other conditions not named by 
indent.

Give The Cow a Rest 

M:st farmers set m to breed the cow 
with no concern as to her resourceful- 
ness or enduring qualities. Sne is bred 
at an early age; bred again just as 
soon as possi Ml after her first calving: 
held right to her milk as nearly as pos 
sible to her next calving time and 
handled thus until she is worn out and 
no longer useful. 

With such management her unborn 
calf will have much of its sustenance 
taken from it on account of the nour- 
ishment going toward keeping up the 
cow which result* in a weakened off- 
spring and which influence gradually 
wields a most deteriorating effect on 
the grade of the hern in general since 
each succeeding calf will be still more 
undesirable than the one before it.

He ought to be 
their business agent, doing everything 
in his uower to make farming prolit- 
able, both in buying produce from the 
farmer antl sell ; ng goods to the farmer. 

The country merchant is the least ex- 
pensive of all the middle men. When 
the policy cf community co-op ration, 
so earnestly advocated by Home and 
Farm, has become the controlling pol- 
icy in farm life, there will be a far 
better understanding between the 
farmer and the merchant and they will 
work together for the benefit of the 
comm.in'ty. 

In a recent issue we told of the 
couuty merchant who had established 
a regular delivery route from his store 
into the surrounding community, mak- 
ing his journey on regular days along 
special roads and carrying with him 
not only the goods ordered, but other 
goods for inspection, suplying the old- 
time peddler and having the advant 
age of being known to the community 
and being a permanent resident in tha 
community. 

By establishing these wagon routes 
the merchant can develop his business 
just as the postofflce developed its 
business in the free rural delivery.— 
Home and Farm.

The Hoard of K< in-iirn Mi-sions nml Home Missions of the Pres- 
byterian churches of the Unit.d States has reported a debt for the 
year of more than $400,000.

selves one or two luxuries and sfive wlm' they save to missions. 

National and international missionary societies have been worse 
off than in any year s ; nce civil war times. Because of conditions the 
churches arc not uiidcrtakinir new projects, but are content if thev 
can cat ry on their old work. The Catholic. Protestant and Jewi«h 
orpnni/ntioris of America are l.avinjr a tiemendou- drain on them to 
inrei the conditions caused by the European war. 

The reason is our people arc quick to cut down church ex- 
penses, will de< rease their ehurch offerings before they deny them- 
selves of personal nece-sities and luxuries. While this is true, on 
the other hand, the church members have been the first and mo«t lib- 
eral in doMtiaC money for the relief of those across the sea.

The Place of Sheep 

In Kentucky Agriculture 

With the gradual depleting of the 
western ranges in this country, the re- 
gion where 60 per cent of the sheep in 
the I'nited States have been maintained 
for lamb which the American people are 
deve'oping, together with the ever in- 
creasing population, the question, "who 
will produce the future supply of mut- 
ton in the form of lamb for the Ameri- 
can people?" arises. 

For some time Kentucky has lieeh a 
rather imi>ortant supply factor in the 
■prist lamb trade, being, as a statt, ad- 
mirably adapted to participite profitably 
in a large industry of this kind, but up 
to the present time she has never pro- 
duced anywhere near the number of 
spring lambs which her natural facilities 
justify. 

The advantages of Kentucky as a 
sheep state are numerous, the climate is 
most favorable and permits a pasturing 
season of long duration. The summers 
are not extremely hot and the winters 
are rather moderate. There is an abund- 
ance of low priced grazing land, excel- 
lent transportion facilities and the best 
of markets 

At Louisville, Kentucky, during the 
month of June, 1914, the top price of 
spring lambs was fg.oo or better every- 
day, and the market situation both pres- 
ent and prospective is one that foretells 
good prices for several years to come. 
This does not mean that a large pro)Mir- 
tion of the farmers of the state should 
go extensively into the sheep busiiu -s, 
but there is a place on nearly every 
farm for a small llock of ewes, main- 
tained as a mutton proposition, with 
wool as an important by product. 

Kentucky has approximately 258,1*5 
I farms carrying less than one Million 
sheep of shearing ag-. .shearing a fleece 
! of 4.6 lbs. average weight The average 
acreage of these farms is S5.6 ai res ol 
I which an average of 55 4 acres are under 
good cultivation. There is no class of 
J live stock which would more profitably 
I utilize the remaining 30 acres ol land 
than the sheep. These farms could 
easily carry fifteen ewes as an a.n.ig. 
number, bringing the number ol Tin cl- 
ing ewes in the state up to nearly four 
million. The amount of money brought 
into the state from the receipts for spiing 
lambs from this number of ewes would 
l>e enormous. 

With the small flock it is possible to 
change pastures frequently and not pas- 
ture the farm too closely, thus doing 
away, to a large: extent, with the danger 
of infection by the dreaded stomach 
worm.

animal inasmuch as it returns a double 
income— both meat and wool. I'nder 
Kentucky conditions the wool will 
nearly, if not completely, defray the ex- 
penses of up-keep. ISv lieing allowed to 
gra/.e the stuoble fields and the lanes 
about the farm, they can derive their 
living mainly from that which would 
otherwise go to waste and at the same 
time return evenly distributed to the soil 
manure which under equal conditions is 
more valuable from the standpoint of 
fertilizing constituents than either horse 
or cattle manure. 

The most superficial study of the com- 
otitic situation with reference to mutton 
and WOO) is sufficient to show that the 
assurance of high prices for mutton and 
wool is based upon a world wide scarcity 
and the Kentucky farmer, with bis nat- 
ural advantages as a producer of spring 
lambs should rightly gather his share of 
this harvest —Mark J. Smith, Animal 
Husbandry Dept., Ky.
